Mid-Decade CensusOpensinJanuary 


A Mid-Decade Census will soon 
be conducted in Placentia, as part of 
a county-wide effort to contact every 
home in most cities of Orange 
County. 

Beginning soon after the first of 
the year, evaluators will go door to 
door in an attempt to update the 
present census count. 

The importance of the tally is, 
based on the fact that various kinds 
of revenues are paid to the county 
and city by the state in congruence 
with population count. Increased 
population means increased state 


subventions, Ralph Diedrich, Chair- 
man of the Orange County Board of 
Supervisors and representatvie for 
this area, pointed out this week. 

Currently, population estimates 
are made by the California 
Department of Finance updating the 
1970 count, but this is done only for 
five years. Without a new census, 
cities and the county would continue 
to receive revenue based on the 1975 
estimate until the federal 1980 
census is conducted. 

“‘An_ extensive amount of 
revenue will be lost without this 


special census,’’ Supervisor Died-. 


rich emphasized. 

The census questionnaire will 
include such basic questions as type 
of housing, age and sex of 
occupants. Census workers, also, 
will make additional inquiries to 
assist in determining what services 
are essential to better serve the 
residents of Orange County, a 
county spokesman explained. 

The correlation of basic demo- 
graphic and socio-economic data is 
needed for city and county planners, 
statisticians, and social scientists to 


anticipate growth patterns, it was 


pointed out. 

A wide range of up-to-date 
information is important for 
planning efficient delivery of 
governmental services, land use, 
educational facilities, economic 
analysis and other community 


concerns. 

Supervisor Diedrich emphasized 
that most of the questions to be 
asked will be valuable’ to 
government in planning and 
programming, but need not be 
answered if the citizen feels he 
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should not do so. 

Questions concerning the number 
of people who live in the dwelling 
and their age and labor force status, 
however, are of great importance to 
the entire community when 
compiled into the final census totals, 
he stated. 

Official census workers will wear 
identification badges with a city or 
county seal clearly displayed. 
Approximately seven hundred and 
fifty pecple will be recruited by the 
county to conduct the census in the 
unincorporated areas of the county

Builder Takes 
Zoning To Court 


A decision, which has won great 
favor with homeowners in a 
tri-city-county area north of Imperial 
Highway in the vicinity of Rose 
Drive, has now threatened the 
Placentia City Council with possible 
contempt of court. 

The court case is related to zoning 
on an 18-acre parcel, partially 
developed in agricultural estates, 
ranging from three-quarters of an 
acre to 1% acres each, in the 
Imperial-Rose vicinity. 

The area at one time was in 
Orange County, but came into the 
city of Placentia in annexation, on a 
vote by property owners who have 
since testified before city bodies 
here, that they were told, zoning on 
the property, exclusive of the 
acreages, would be single family 
residential. 

The city council, after the 
property was annexed, placed a 
zoning of R-3 PUD on the land not 
already developed. This they 
believed, they have since stated, 
would permit building between 
eight and ten units to the acre. The 


acreage was later acquired by 
Fredricks Development Corporation 
of Anaheim, a subsidiary of Pacific 
Lighting Corp. of Los Angeles, one 
of California’s largest developers of 
apartments and single family 
homes. 

Fredricks, interpreting the zoning 
as permitting high density apart- 
ments proceeded with plans to build 
a 25-unit to the acre, 268-unit high 
density development adjacent to the 
rural homes. Homeowners in the 
area, when advised of this, objected 
loudly. 

The sharp disagreement on 
zoning interpretation has led to a 
series of hearings over the past year 
in both the planning commission and 
the city council, as properiy owners 
in Placentia, Yorba Linda, Brea and 
the county, pressed for residential 
zoning...also necessitating a change 
in the city’s general plan. 

The most recent decision by city 
council, has placed the entire parcel 
in an R-A, agricultural residential

Hope of saving the Bradford 
House, the two story green frame 
structure on Palm Drive between 
Kraemer Boulevard and Bradford 
Avenue, appeared to be dissipating 
this week. 

Citizens groups who have worked 
for several months to save the 
heritage house, indicated this week 
that they are still short of their goal 
and are running out of time. 

The city’s Recreation and Parks 
Commission also has approved 
plans for a Bicentennial-theme Park 
on the grounds around the Bradford 
home, excluding the house. Both the 
grounds and house are presents to 
the city of Placentia from Bradford 
family members. 

A deadline for developing the 
grounds, either with or without the 
home intact stands at July 1, 
1976...a short space of time for park 
development. 

Saving the two-story home, which 
has an attractive interior of carved 
wood and marble fireplaces has 
been the particular project of the 


Placentia Founders Association. 

Mrs. Sylvia Hoskins, President of 
the group, stated that her 
organization has virtually given up 
hope of restoring the structure to the 
code acceptable for its use by the 
public. The organization has 
conducted various fund raisers to 
provide for the necessary altera- 
tions. 

Also a recent attempt to turn the 
building into a Placentia culturai 
arts center has not met with 
complete acceptance by all parties 
involved in the project. Among 
Problems, if the house were 
restored, brought up to code and 
used extensively as a center, could 
be the amount of traffic, noise and 
dirt engendered for the row of 
expensive houses which face the 
park. Ingress, egress and parking 
would have to be somewhere. in the 
general area of the homes. 

After several discussions of the 
problems, the Recreation and Parks 
Commission has approved plans for

Report Is Delayed 


A multiplicity of errors in the 
Environmental Impact Report, 
prepared by Urban Futures, Inc. of 
Santa Ana, for the widening of 
Chapman Avenue, forced a delay 
Monday night as a review of the 
document was continued until 
November 24. 

The EIR had been scheduled for 
review by the city’s Beautification 
Commission, who also sits as the 
EIR Review Board. 

Thomas Nelson, Director of the 
city’s Department of Community 
Development said that the correc- 
tions had been made in the lengthy 
report but that commissioners had 
not had ample time to review them in 
order to be able to pass judgement 
on the amended document. 

James G. Funk, principal planner 
on the environmental study, had 


already given the board a list of 26 
corrections. The commission sup- 
plied still another list that it wished 
to have noted before final action was 
taken on the document. 


A separate list of 22 errors, 
including duplications, supplied by 
Attorney Robert Von Esch, counsel 
for Mr. and Mrs. Peter Laborde, 
whose property is on the corridor to 
be widened, included such items as 
the wrong address for Mr. Laborde’s 
property and discrepancies in sizes 
of properties, ownership and errors 
in charts and maps included in the 
report. 


The $7,200 document must be 
approved by the Beautification 
Commission before it progresses to 
the city’s Planning Commission for 
its action. 


Street Widening On 


Course-- Minamide 


The contention that Placentia 
Avenue alongside the Marcelino 
Guerrero property, which fronts on 
Sunset Drive, is mostly in Placentia, 
is not at issue in the fracas over the 
widening of the major thoroughfare, 
Ben Minamide, City Engineer for 
Placentia said this week. 

Minamide confirmed that the 
Fullerton city map, showing the 
precise alignment for Placentia 
Avenue at the Guerrero property, 
however, is accurate. The map 
reveals a width of 5S feet of the 
street at that point is in Placentia. 

“*City boundaries do not run down 
the middle of the street,’’ Minamide 
pointed out, ‘‘and a few blocks north 
of the Sunset Drive intersection, the 
entire street of Placentia Avenue is 
in the city of Fullerton.’’ 

The SS feet of the avenue width at 
Sunset Drive, which is in Placentia, 
also includes the widening which 
has just taken place, Minamide 


explained. It does extend beyond the 
center line, but that is where the city 
boundaries lies at that point. 

Antonio Gigliotti, Long Beach, 
attorney for the Placentia Guerrero 
family, said last week that his clients 
would seek redress through the 
courts partially on the basis of the 
precise alignment. The Guerreros 
also have the problem, he outlined, 
of entry and exit to their garage, 
which is now 14 feet from the curb of 
Placentia Avenue. 


The Placentia City Council also is 
looking into the matter to reconsider 
if the city should offer to build the 
Guerreros a garage on the Sunset 
Drive side of their property, to avoid 
a possible accident in and out of the 
structure. 


The idea of a city funded garage 
was originally turned down by the 
city council as outside their province 
and obligation.

Storm Drain Underway. 


A storm drain construc- 
tion project, underway on 
Placentia Avenue between 
La Jolla Street and Orange- 
thorpe Avenue is a jointly 
funded project by the cities 
of Placentia and Anaheim. 

Physical construction is 
within the city of Placentia 
boundaries with the city of 
Anaheim being the lead 
agency for construction 
supervision, Ben Mina- 
mide, Placentia City En- 
gineer reports. 


The need for this drain 
system resulted from area 
development in both cities, 
primarily the industrial 
areas in Anaheim, which 
Minamide _ said, is partly 
developed within natural 


drainage courses. Reduced 
runoff capacity within the 
drainage courses caused 
considerable backup and 
flooding, particularly at the 
Placentia-La Jolla-Freeway 
bridge intersection.

Three bills signed into 
law by Governor Brown 
recently are of major 
importance to the state's 
senior citizens, their fam- 
ilies and those who provide 
health care and protection 
for the elderly, California 
Director of Aging Janet J. 
Levy announced. 

The bills are: 

AB 1442 (Thurman)- 
Authorizing county health 
preventive health care 
projects for the elderly 
statewide, with the state to 
defray up to 50% of the cost 
of such projects. The 
legislation expands current 
law under which the 
Department of Health is 
authorized to establish such 
projects on a pilot basis. 
The new law carries a 
$750,000 appropriation; 

SB 46 (Dills)-Elminating 
present provisions that an 
adult child is required to 
contribute to the support of 
an aged recipient of aid 
under the State Supple- 
mentary Program. It pro- 
vides instead that no 
relative is liable to contri- 
bute to the support of such 
program recipients; and 


AB 193 (Keene)-Permit- 
ting pharmacists, as of next 
May 1, to substitute less 
expensive drug products for 
those prescribed by brand 
or trade name, with the 
pharmacist responsible for 
the substitutuion of pro- 
ducts of the same active 
themical ingredients of the 
same strength, quantity 
and dosage and of the same 
general type.

Phone Aid For Seniors 


A $135,000 county-wide 
tol free telephone assis- 
tance service for the 
county’s 200,000 senior 
citizens is now in operation. 

Known as an information 
and referral system, the aid 
to the elderly is being 
provided by Community 
Referral and Information 
Services (CRIS), 2110 East 
First Street, Santa Ana, a 
non-profit community ser- 
vice organization. The 
contract for the system was 
awarded last month by the 
Board of Supervisors. 

As additional CRIS staff 
is hired and more communi- 
cations equipment obtain- 
ed, the system eventually 
will be providing service 
during non-business hours 
between elderly callers and 
‘‘beeper’’ equipped per- 
sonnel trained in senior 
citizen problems. 

CRIS will also have future 
capability to send field 
representatives to the 
homes of elderly callers 
needing further asistance, 
the service added.

A follow-up procedure 
will be utilized to determine 
whether the senior actually 
received help from the 


resource agency, she ex- 
plained.

Radio Reaches 


Local Area 


Richard Thompson and 
Jack Townsend threw a 
couple of switches last week 
that made KBPK-FM truly 
the non-commercial radio 
voice of northern Orange 
County. 

The switching signaled 
FCC (Federal Communica- 
tions Commission) permis- 
sion to allow the station, 
located at the Jacob L. 
Calder Intermediate School 
in Buena Park, to increase 
its power and coverage. 

Powered by 10 watts, 
KBPK is operated under 
FCC license by the Buena 
Park School District. How- 
ever, trustees of both the 
school district and the North 
Orange County Community 
College District (NOCCD) 
approved a contract some 
three years ago allowing 
Fullerton College  radio- 
television students to 
broadcast over the station 
when Calder students are 
not on the air. 

(Calder students present- 
ly use KBPK from 11 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. weekdays; with 
Fullerton College, via re- 
mote control facilities from 
the campus, airing week- 
days from 8 to 11 a.m. and 3 
to 6 p.m.). 

KBPK, at 90.1 mega- 
cycles on the FM dial, had a 
higher tower and a new 
antenna system installed 
this past summer, but had 
to wait final permission 
from the FCC to ‘‘go on the 
air’’ with this ‘‘boost.’’ 

A 30-foot increase of the 
tower from 100 foot, a 
four-bay instead of two-bay 
antenna and almost double 
the effective radiated power 


makes it possible for the 
educational frequency to 
reach out to almost all of the 
NOCCCD. 

Thompson, Fullerton’s 
College's radio coordinator, 
said that instead of a three 
to five-mile radius, KBPK’s 
primary signal is reaching 
locations anywhere from 10 
to 15 miles away. 

Joined by Townsend, 
principal of Buena Park’s 
Pendleton School and his 
district's director of instruc- 
tional media, and Don 
DePuy, acting chairman of 
Fullerton College’s newly 
organized Communications 
Department, Thompson is 
seeking the help of area 
residents in plannirg 
KBPK programming. 

‘‘We want to serve the 
people of the North Orange 
County Community College 
District as best we can,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Our students are 
conducting a_ telephone 
survey to determine as best 
survey to determine what 
they want to hear, how 
much and when.

Stages Get Traffic Light 


Operating a successful 
stagecoach line in the 
middle of a busy city, can 
have its hazards, so the city 
of Buena Park, by Knotts 
Berry Farm, is installing the 
world’s first stagecoach 
crossing traffic light. 


The dedication takes 
place at 10 a.m. Wednes- 
day, November 19, with 
three authentic Butterfield 
stagecoaches, built in 1847 
and 1850, participating in 
the event. 


The stagecoach line’s 
problems stem from the fact 
that Knott’s Berry Farm’s 
new Roaring 20s area is so 
popular it needs expansion 
room. This will move the 
stagecoach barns from 
outside Knott's Old Time 
Adventure area to the 
parking lot across the street 
on La Palma Avenue. The 
move necessitated the 
installation of the traffic 
signal. 


The unique crossing light 
is activated by the stage- 
coach drivers by pushing a 
button inside the coaches. 


The popular stagecoach 
ride, started at Knott’s in 
1949, has carried nearly 13 
million passengers. Some 
two million daring ‘‘hold 
ups’’ have been reported to 


authorities over the past 26 


years, but guests have 
never lost a dime, the park 
reports. 


Knott’s stagecoaches to- 
day carry more passengers 
in a single day than the 


Butterfield line carried in a 
year during its operations. 
The Farm has 35 well 
trained and_ disciplined 
horses, who cannot be gun 
shy nor fear the noises of 
modern day traffic.
